Joseph R. Lamar, of Augusta, Ga., 
former justice of the supreme court of 
that state, will b e appointed an associ­ 
ate justice to succeed to the place left 
open b y the advancement of Justice 
While 
Judge Willis Van Yandeven- 
ter. of the Eighth judicial circuit, will 
b e named us associate justice to AH 
the vacancy caused b y the resignation 
Of Justice Moody. 
Justice White and 
Mr. Lamar are Democrats and Judge 
Van Vanderventer is a Repub lican. 
The. supreme ejpurt when all the va­ 
cancies are tilled will, therefore, stand 
six Repub licans and three Democrats. 
President Taft has made the follow­

The nominations were 
to b e sent to the senate today. 
The selection of Justice White for 
chi* ■ justice came as a b ig surprise to 
official Washington, chiefly b ecause he 
is a Democrat. 
When his name is sent 
to the senate it will b e the first time 
that a Repub lican president has ever 
nominated a memb er of an opposing 
political party to this high oflice. 
Justice White is 65 years old, and 
has b een a memb er of the court for 
sixteen years. 
He has earned the* 
reputation of b eing one of the ab lest 
jus;ices on the b ench. 
The president, 
it :s said, turned to Justice White 
within the last few days. 
He had set­ 
tled upon the selection of Associate 
Justice Charles E. 
Hughes for ad- 
vane ement to this high post several
